SECTION 5. The compensation of the directors of Compensation 
the state prison at Waupun, for per diem services and of  S re"3". 
traveling expenses, shall be audited by the secretary 
of state, and paid out of the moneys of the prison 
treasury, by the treasurer thereof, on the warrants of 
the secretary of state; and the accounts of such di-
rectors for such per diem and expenses shall be made 
out in items in detail before the same shall be audited. 

SEcrioN 2. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage and publication, and 
shall be printed in the volume of general laws for the 
year 1874.

CHAPTER 238. 

[Published March 28, 1874.] 

AN ACT to repeal chapter one hundred and fifty-five of the 
general laws of 1871, entitled "an act to create the office of 
state commissioner of immigration, to provide for the same, 
and define the duties thereof. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate 
and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. The office of state commissioner of im- o. abolish. 
migration is abolished on and after the first Monday of ed- 
January, A. D. 1876. All books, papers and other 
property in possession of the commissioner shall be 
deposited in the office of the secretary of state at the 
close of the term of the present incumbent. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage and publication.
